Cottonwood Canon is aitua toil twenty 
luiles above Quesnelmoulli luul two 
miles above the uiouth ol" Cottonwood 
Riv.er. Thirty-five miles further up tho 
rivet* is situated Cafion Creek on a 
bianeli of which are tha-Hixon Creek 
quartz mines, which now seoin destin- 
ed to inauguvute a new ova— that of 
quartz-mining in Britisii Ooimnbiii. It 
is probable that tlio ob:itaelc,'i in Cot- 
tonwood Caiiou arc to be removed in 
order to encourntje the quartz enter- 
prise in that fsoction. No survey has 
ever been made of the rock.-i whii'li re- 
quire blasting at thi.s point, and con- 
sequently their exact Hi;:c i:i unknown. 
One large reef, probably containing 
one thousand cubic yards, lies nearly 
in tho centre of the stream, ft is 
doubtful whether this rock has cs rr 
been' (although it is said to have been 
once seen) uncovered during (he win- 
ter season. Forniing almost a dauv to 
the current the water vuiiiu:i; past it 
with groat rapiditj'. It is believed 
that other rocks exist up the eastern 
side of this main one which will event- 
ually have to be removed and which 
will bo uncovered by the lowering of 
the water that will follow the rcninval 
of the centre rock. The appropriation 
for this ^^■ork for the present season is 
S>1 0,000; but an additional sum of an 
equal amount will bo needed to com- 
plete tlio work. Sixty miles above Cot- 
tonwood Canon is ]''ort Ceorgo ('anon, 
which could prnltnbly be made navig- 
able at about the .same expen.se. If 
this wore done steamers could run 
from Soda Creek to a point about 90 
miles above Tort George — an uninter- 
rupted distance of nearly 250 miles. If 
the Fraser river lino from Tete .Jaiin(> 
Cache to I'^ort George hIiouIiI be select- 
ed for the Canadian Pacific Railway 
this work would become a nece.ssity to 
aid construction parties in transporting 
supplies, rails, &.c. It is possilile that 
the commencement of tho inipvovement 
of the tinner Fra.ser is made with a 
view to this. A few years ago 
Mr. O. B. "Wright, wdio has cliarge 
of thi.s important work, was di- 
rected by the Dominion Government 
to make an examination of Fraser 
River from- Soda Creek to Big Bar 
Cafion. According to his report a 
comparatively moderate expenditure 
.would render the river navigable for 
125 miles to a point where a wagon 
road could be easily made that would 
tap the fertile districts around Lillooet, 
Canton, Cache OrQek"" and Kamloops, 
Should the railway follow the northern 
route these districts must supply the 
food and grain for its construction, and 
with steamers plying over 376 miles of 
its oourao tho upper Fraser River would 
soon become a counterpart of its sister 
stream, the Columbia. We hope that 
the present movement is but the be- 
ginning of a general systetn of improve- 
ment of our navigable streams. 

''SPECIAL SESSION. ' 



The Westminster organ of the Gov- 
ernment says that this journal "strong- 
ly opposes the cpccial session 
idea." Will our contemporary al- 
low us to correct its statement 1 
What we said , was that wo are opposed 
to tho convening of the Legislative 
Assembly any timo within the ensuing 
six -weeks. That is widely different 
from saying that wo are oppo.sccl to a 
special session altogether; although 
wo sincerely hopo and really Ijelieve 
It may not be found necessary to hold 
one. Tho only circumstance that could 
possibly render an extraordinary ses- 
sion of the Assembly necessary would 
be the failure of the Canadian Govern- 
ment to begin railway construction as 
promised in tho Province during "this 
season," Avhich will end with October. 
But even in the event of failure it may 
be seen that an earlj/ session — conven- 
ed, in ^November or Docembqr — will 

iianswer.thb only purpose that could be 
accomplished by a special session, ^■iz . 
the placing, in the hands of tho Do- 
minion Qovernment the ultimatum of 
this Province before that Covernnienfc 
shall be called on to; meet railiament. 

'However, we think with our Wost- 
mnster contemporaiy that the promise 
will not bo ffoken and tliat some tid- 
ings of a very definite character will 
.soon he received. In any case, do not 
let the Province lie found hamjx.'ring 
the Ottawa Govornment by nnv.-iso or 
precipitate action on a matter .so im- 
portant as tho railway before the olosn 
o£ the "sftason."

ITew Zealand. 

A series of innnigration relurnn have 
been laid on tho table of tho General 
Assembly recently. From these wo 
gather that during the period from 
July 1st, 1878 to July 1st, 1879, 8,747 
Government and< 2,353 nominated im- 
migrants have been brought into the 
colony. 

Tiie total amount of land re\ enue 
for the year ending the ."Otli Juno last, 
was £869,729 1 28 Id. Of this sum 
£737,694 .Gs 9d was for lands sold ; 
£92,000 Oh lOd for depasturing licen- 
ses and asse.s.suientH, and £10.025 15s 
Gd for rents and miscellaneous receipts. 

On the 30tii .Tune last there were 
1,1 10 miles of railway open for traffic. 
Tlie total receipts for the four weeks 
ending that date were £52,495 7s 2d. 
Tho total receij)ts for tho twelve months 
ending that date anmunted to £758,- 
09C Ga 2d, while tho expendiluro wa.s 
£515,478 15.S, leaving a credit balance 
of £212,018 13.-, 2d. Tho expenditure 
was equal to 71.95 per .cent, of the 
receipts. ' 

Tho question of Chinese immigration 
into the colony Is ably dealt with by 
Sir Cleorge Grey in a Ministerial 
memorandum which 1ms been laid on 
tho .table of the Assembly. He sots 
out by showing that a variety of cir- 
cumstances made it almost certain tluit 
a dense population of various races and 
of dillerent degrees of civilization will 
shortly exist in thi; tropical portions of 
.'Vustralia, ])ossibly in great part em- 
ployed by .European capital anil direct- 
ed by European enterprise. These 
territories, when thus occupied, must 
be ruled from tho southern parts of the 
continent, and the whole of the civiliza- 
tion of tho nortii nnist be dependent 
uijon the degree of civilization prevail- 
ing in tho.so portions of Australia in 
which tho Anglo-Saxon race tirat took 
root. The Premier forcibly observes 
that "no po.ssible chance should be al- 
Insvcd 10 arise of tho European popuja- 
Lion being ovor-borne, or even to any 
extent being interfered with, by a mix- 
etl race of an inferior order, and whoso 
civilization is of a secondary type." 

The report of tho Minister of Educa- 
tion is an exhauslivo paper, occupying 
IGO pages. Tho number of schools in 
the (liil'erent districts are thus given: 
Auckland, 193 ; Taranaki, 25; Wangn- 
nui, 17; Wellington, 3G; ITawko'a Iky, 
32; rifarlborough, 15; Nelson, 5G; 
North Canterbury, 109; South Canter- 
bury, 17; Westland, 36; Otago, 134; 
Southland, 48 ; total, 748— as compar- 
ed to 730 in tho previous year.

been destroyed by fire. Tho inmates 
hud a narrow escape, being taken out 
of the burning building by means of 
ladders. The place was insured in the 
Norwich office.

A number of men from the ranks of 
the unemployed, engaged in filling up 
quarry holes, Melbourne, have struck 
work, as thoy arc dissatisfied with tho 
rate of remuneration — viz., 4s daily. 
The movement is not general, but is 
con.'iidered foolish on the men's part.

■ Tho Hauls' Pond Mystery. 

An iiKiiicst ',v;i.M held ye.'.teiday at the 
I'olicc Earrack.M before Hull. A. F. Pein- 
berton, Coroner for tho Di.striet, on tho 
remains of the uukiidwii man found in 
August last in the vicinity of Harris' 
Pond. 

Tho juiy having viewed the remains 
Oflicnr Roycraft took tho stand and testi- 
fied that, from information received, he, 
in company wil!i Sergt. Bloomfield, i)ro- 
ceeded to the pond on .-Vugu.st 18lh and at 
a spot in tlie woods about '200 yards to 
the northeast thereof saw tho remains of 
tho deeeaKod which wore in a recumbent 
position, tlie trunk lying in a alight de- 
pression of tho ground. E.xaminod the 
clothing of deceased but foundoiily a knife, 
a pipe, an empty razor case and a portion of 
uu^iyolupu. On Ihi; folio v.-ing day v,-it 

" ness was' detailed to make a careful search 
of tho ground in the immediate vicinity 
of the place where tlio remains were dis- 
covered. Nothing, however, was found 
to afford any cluoa.sto how dc»;aso(l camo 
■ to his death. The only suspicious circutn- 
stance in connection with the atlair was, 
in witness' opinion, tho fi^ct lliat deceas- 
ed's clothing was drawn up about his 
neck as if ho had been dragged along tho 
gro'und by his legs. For some time it 
was thought that the body was that of a 
Fronchnian named Jean Clialon, but in- 
quiries had established the f.-xct that 
Chalon-is alive and working on San Juan 
'Island. Since tho remains wore bronglit 
' to' the Police Barracks thoy had been iii- 

■" ' ■'spectod by hundreds of people; but thoy 

■ ' had not yet been identified. 

Peter Lami doi)08od that iu) is aequiiint- 
ed with Jean Clialoii and that he is at 
present working on San Juan island. 
Witness saw him alive almul two weeks

J. Fery, acting French consul at this 
port, also deposed that he knewChalon to bo 
on San Juan Islsnd.

Hor Majes- 
ty imined the Victoria Cross upon his 
breast and addressed the gallant follow 
ill 11 few kindly word;i of commenda- 
tion. 

Chief dusticu Morris, of tho Irish 
Bench, together with his wife and 
daughter, have had an oxperionco whicli 
floes not often fall to tho lot o£ holiday- 
nmkers. The trio were travelling in 
tho Tyrol, and wliile en rouie for tho 
Eugadino, through a mountain pass, 
unmistakable tokens ■ of tho approach 
of an nvakancho were heard. The party 
left tho carriage, and had no sooner 
reached a safo distance than the ava- 
lanche fell and buriod the carriage. 
The driver was not so fortunate as his 
passenger.s, for while they merely lost 
their luggage, he is believed to have 
lost his life. 

The Paris Gaulois say.i than the Em- 
press Eugenie is still in tho same state 
of depression.

A decidedly scurvy scandal has couk^ 
out nt Rangoon through the failure of 
tlie Grm of Cohen Brothers ii Co., by 
whom the Coniniissariat Department at 
tlie Biirraan frontier stations was m\y- 
plied with most of tho necessaries re- 
quired by tho Britisli troops. When 
the ofHciais of tin* Court cnme to ex- 
amine the insolvents' books they found 
entries of frequent and regular pay- 
ment of 250 or 500 rupees to the Com- 
missariat officers at the various stations 
and the indications of bribery on an 
inirncn.sc scale arc so serious that tho 
lieeorder has taken the books in hand 
liiniself Something will come of this, 
because if the Cohens did not bribe tho 
odicers they have been guilty of falsify- 
ing thoir books and defrauding their 
creditora. Corruption in such matters 
is comparatively rare in the Briti.sh 
service in our days, though the ICnglisli 
( !o^•erllment is wasteful and often im^ 
posed upon witli the connivance of its 
agents. A colonist told the C!apc cor- 
respondent of a London paper recently 
that they "had tried everything, and 
tiiough sugar rai.sing paid very well, 
war beats sugar into fits." 

Mr. .Vrchibald Forbes has been be- 
fore Parliament, Sir Hfuiry ITavolock 
asking tho ("!liancel!or of the Exchequer 
whether he would take into considera- 
tion tho desirability of extending some 
favour to tho Daily News' correspon- 
dent "in recognition of the public ser- 
vices performod by him in being the 
bearer of the despatches of the success- 
ful action at LHundi, under circumstan- 
ces of considerable personal iiazard, 
fatigue and .pndurance." The Chan- 
cellor of th(^ Excheqiier saidftbo ques- 
tion should ralKer nave been referred 
to the Secretary of War. Tho United 
Service Gazette, points out that there is 
ample precedent for giving the Victoria 
Cross to a civilian for services perform- 
ed in a a civil capacity, and points out 
that Mr. Forbes is the first special cor- 
respondent that has been mentioned in 
despatches.

in tho Firo Liniit.s of tlie City of Victoria. 
Tlie centre of Jolm.son to centre of Fort 
from centre of Bi-oad sliiiU bo limits re- 
ferred to above. 

■J. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the I'^iie Limits .shall have their outaide 
^\'.•lll.s iiud party NValLs made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material anci 
Hucli outaide AN'alla aliall extend four feet 
above Wall Plate of Roof, and party Walls 
shall also extend to same .height above 
Wall Plato of Boof. BoofsshaU he cov- 
ered with such material as -will atfdrd pro- 
tection iiyain.st Fire and the Walls shall 
bo .so I'onHtrncted :i.s to separate all Wood 
Work thoroiighl}' and completely of the 
intcrioi' and cxterioi' of such Building 
from all and every i)art of the interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
the amx of Boof .sfaould.excei^Wth^ height 
of Firo Walls, .then the Boof jnust be 
covered with such-material as tvill aflbrd 
protoctiou a2ain.st Firo. In the case of 
Gables the Walls are to bo carried up to 
the fidl height of tho Apex uf said Boof. 
Tho term Building, an applied'"*in this 
Section, sluall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal,' Wood ot Wharf 
Sheds. ~ 

3. All Kepaii'.s to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombuatible 
materials, ahall bo made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4. The AVooden Building within the 
said Firo Limits alutll not be altered or 
changed without tho written peitnission of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Dopartmont, approved by n majority of 
the Fire Wardens, wliicii permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
(juired, and no such permit shall bo given 
if any increase will be made l)y the pro- 
posed change or alteration iu tlie size of 
any Wooilen Building witlilii^ the said 
Limits, or if such ropaiii» or '"alterations 
will increase tho value of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in tho 
oflice of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within the said Fira 
Limits shall be Temoyed except.to. a por- 
tion of tlie same lot on which it stan& or 
to a point outaide the Firo Limits. 

0. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to bo, in 
the judgment of tho Chief Epgineor and 
a majority of the Fire WTirdohs^a dan- 
geroua nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a m.ajority of the Fire Wardens, h« 
damaged by firo to the extent of ono-lialf 
or more of its actual value, tlto'Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo serveii upon'tho 
owner oi' person having conlifol'- thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice .sh.all within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with tho 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story Buildings — Foundations 
to bo notless than eighteen ihclies in thick- 
ness and not less' thfin ' eighteen inches 
in tlio hard clay or gravel, as the'caso may 
be, brick walla to bo not less than twelve 
inchca thick. Tit-o Story Buildings — 
Foundations. to bo not leas than twenty- 
two inches thick and not lesa than eigh- 
teen inches in tlie liard clayor gravel, aa 
the case may be. Brich IPaWs-^Ground 
floor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not leas 'than twelve 
inches tliick. 

8. Any person or persona violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be punidied hy^'A fiiie' of not 
less than ten or more than bne 'hundred 
dollars, and ench day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new ofibnee and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of the' Victoria 
Fire Department and tho Firo Wardens 
are required to see that the proyiaions of 
this Bylaw are bi^pfced an^^^-i^^ com- 
plaints in tho Police' Couri; -for -violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
purposea as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
tlic Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879._
